Washington, Sept. 21. — The aninial 
report of MaJ. Qen. Henry C. Corbin 
to ttte secretary of war was made pub- 
lic Tuesday. In his report he favors 
the re^Btablishment of the canteen, 
aad rocommends the enlistment of col- 
ored men in the artillery or their 
transfer to that corps from the colored 
cavalry and inafntry, an<l strongly ad- 
Tocates the Increase of the coast artil- 
lery by at least on-half, and the rais- 
ing of the pay of the non-commission- 
ed officers and of snch privates in the 
(orps as have shown themselves quail- 
fled as expert artillerists. 

He favors the encouragement in 
every possible way of small arms prac- 
tice both in the regular establishment 
and the national guard, and favors tho 
detail of the best army experts in rifle 
practice for instruction of target asso- 
ciations outside the service. 

Oen. Corbin calls attention to the 
"vf ry Tinsatisfa( lory (ondltion of the 
accessories and surrouiidinKa of the 
Statue of Liberty In New York har- 
bor," and strongly urges an appropria- 
tion for Fort Hamilton. N. Y.. and 
Port Warren.

ATTACKTHE FORTS 

Interest in the Far East War 
is Again Coneentrated on 
Port Arthur. 



THE JAPANESE WERE REPULSED. 



They Landed Str-mff Reiiif'orcenients 
at Dalny and Will stonu Fort- 
ress, Warships Taking Part 



In That Event Rr. Adm. Wiren's Di- 
vision Will Go Out and Engage the 
Japanes^AII Rusaia Awaits 
the Newa. 

St. Petersburg, fiept 21.— Interest is 
again concentrated upon Port Arthur, 
owing to the receipts from foreign 

sources of news that a general storm- 
inn of the fortifications there has be- 
^un. A few belated telettranis from 
Uen. Stoessel, the commander at Port 
Arthur, published Tuesday afternoon 
recording the repulse of the Japanese 
and continued attacks, strengthen con- 
fidence in the ability of the defenders 
to hold out despite the furious on- 
slaughts being made on them. The 
last attack mentioned by Qen. Stoes- 
sel took place the night of September 
14 and was directed apainst redoubt 
No. 8. which protects the water sup- 
ply of the city. The redoutit is about 
two miles beyond the line of perma- 
nent forts and the attack upon this 
shows that the Japanese were not then 
within striking distance of the main 
fortres.i. 

Rei)orts from Shaii;;hai that some of 
the defenses had fjillen into the hands 
of the Japanese as a result of a gen- 
eral assault on September 20 are not 
confirmed from Russian sources. 

Tbe telegrams brought to Che Foo 
hy Prince Rad/iwill have not yet 
reached the war office. It is under- 
stood that these dispatches contain de- 
tails of the landing of strong Japanese 
reinforcements at Dalny, which would 
tend to confirm the belief that it is 
the Intention of the Japanese to storm 
the fortress and that the warships will 
probably take part in the attack. In 
this event Rr. Adm. Wiren's division 
will doubtless go out and engage the 
Japanese fleet 

All Russia is anxiously awaiting 
news from the beleagured garrison. 

Public feeling has heen aroused to 
a tension by the dreadful picture given 
tiy Prince Radziwill of the SOliFerlngs 
of the Russian army t^ere. 

The sensational announcement that 
Gen. Knrokl haf crossed the Hun river 
unopixjsed and that the whole .I.ipan 
ese army is advancing upon Mul<deii. 
is overshadt.wed by anxiety for Port 
Arthur. Moreover, the announcement 
relative to Kuroki does aot receive 
complete credence here, as being In 
direct contradict i()n of official news is- 
sued by the K. nerai staff. Cien. Kuro- 
pntkin announced (tily two days apo 
that there was not a single Japanese 
east of Rentsia Putzo. How. it is ask- 
ed, could Gen. Kuroki, with 100.000 
men slip past Oen. RennekampfTs Cos- 
sacks and croF.s the Hun river neai 
the Fushau coal niine.s, 30 milts east 
of Mukden.

In reporting this to the 
state department Consul Liefeld, at 
Freiheri;, Germany, states that flndln;; 
that the nervous system was influenc- 
ed by colored light, the pntfessors 
soon perceived after experimenting 
with each hue that blue had an extra- 
ordinary soothing effect on the nerves. 
The consul says that a tooth may be 
painlessly extracted with none of the 
after effects on the system by shut- 
ting up the patient In a dark room 
and exposing hia eyee to a blue light 
of 16 candle power tor three minutes, 
causing him to Ioa« all sense of pain 
although at tho same time retaining 
his sensor.

A firm at Lezinifton have been sued 
for $600 daipagea on account of an al- 
leged miataka in aalllng encumber and 

other seed for cantaloupe seed. 

Tbe plaintids allege that they houKht 
three pounda of what tha defendants rep- 
resented as cantaloupe aeed and planted 
two acres of them. Inatead of a fine va- 
riety of cantaloupe, however, two acrea 
of cucumbers and inferior melons came 
np. If tbe crop had been tbe genuine 
seed, the plalntiirr* say, thoj WOOld have 
cleared $250 an acre. 

The price paid waa t7.4S, which, pldn- 
tiffs claim, was the worth of genuine 
aeed, tbe other kind aelling for 75 cents a 
pound. 

The plaintiffs aver that the seed "were 
planted at a proper time and in the 
proper manner and in good ground for 
the growth of aaid cantaloupes, which 
ground waa wall and properly prepared 
and in Fayette County." They say that 
thereafter the aaid aeed germina^d and 
produced plants and viBaa» aome of which 
vines proved to be aooonber vines and 
tbe other of which viaao proved to be a 
variety of oantaloopaa which ware not 
"Tip-Top" cantalonpoa, and which ware 
worthless."
